After five years of planning and development, 
Didsbury will be the home of its very own double- 
queue drive-thru, 24-hour Tim Hortons, say officials. 

James Carpenter, local realtor and owner of Energy 
Developers, said he’s excited to announce that his 
company will he leasing a site at the Reimer Plaza to 
a Tim Hortons franchisee, who preferred not to be 
named at this time. 

“So after five years of hard work we’re excited to 
announce that the rumours are tme and Didsbury is 
getting a free-standing Tim Hortons," said Carpenter. 
“We’re hoping the community is going to be as exited 
as we are." 

Since 2008 he’s been working with the municipal¬ 
ity’s administration, and only because of this partner¬ 
ship has he been able to facilitate the deal, he said. 


Carpenter hopes the shop to be in full construction 
mode within four to six weeks, and anticipated open¬ 
ing in September or October this year. 

Along with the coffee shop, there will also be a 
Centex gas station, a touch less car wash, and a CIR 
Real Estate office in the plaza, he added. 

“(CIR will) be taking the back wall on the drive- 
thru side, and we’ll be advertising and marketing 
Didsbury to everyone in the drive-thru,” he noted. 

“So we’re kind of excited about that, because it’s 
trying to market to the traveller or the people that 
are driving through." 

Once the plaza is fully equipped and staffed, he 
estimated there will be about 60 to 80 full-time and 
part-time jobs, as well as about $100,000 per year in 
tax revenue for the Town of Didsbury. 

“It’s a win-win for Didsbury," he added. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said that this falls into the plan 
that council has had to boost Didsbury's economy 


through increasing commercial growth and long¬ 
term sustainability. 

“And this Ls just one of those key ones. When you 
get an anchor tenant like (Tim Hortons) into not just 
the development, but into the community, it starts 
to create more awareness for the community," said 
Wittal. 

“It sets a new benchmark for other businesses to 
look at the town and say ‘hey there’s growth here in 
Didsbury, this is someplace we want to look at, as 
far as bringing our business in.’ This is one of those 
key strategic moments that’s going to help us push 
forward with growth opportunities from here," he 
noted. 

As winter comes to a close and the develop¬ 
ment season starts to pick up in earnest, Carpenter 
added he’s looking forward to at least two more big 
announcements between now and summer.

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Olds man accused of Airdrie murder appears in court

Dustin Piper, a 23-year-old Olds man charged with 
first-degree murder, made his first court appearanc e 
in Airdrie provincial court via closed-circuit televi¬ 
sion from the Calgary Remand Centre on March 21. 

His c ase was accounted until April 4 as Piper is cur¬ 
rently in the process of obtaining legal aid. 

Piper was arrested March 16 in Didsbury and is 
c harged in connection to the death of Garland Curtis 
of Airdrie. 

He is accused of murdering Curtis, 40, who was 
found dead in his Airdrie home on Jan. 12 after 
Airdrie RCMP conducted a welfare check following a 
c all from one of Curtis’ co-workers in Fort McMurray 
who had said his colleague had not been at work for 
a number of days. 

When he appeared on screen in the courtroom, 
Piper, wearing a blue jumpsuit and having short hair, 
seemed in good spirits and only offered replies of 
“Yes sir” or “No sir” when Judge P.M. Mcllhargey 
asked him questions. 

At least one member of Curtis’s family, who iden¬ 
tified herself as a cousin and said she lives in Red 
Deer, was present for the hearing, but declined to 
comment in regards to Curtis, aside from indicat¬ 
ing most of the victim’s relatives reside 1 in New 
Brunswick. 

Another man, who identified himself only as Joe, 
told reporters outside the 1 courtroom that it was at 
his Didsbury home that Piper was arrested 

The man said he had a romantic relationship 
with Piper that began three weeks before the arrest 
and added Piper and Curtis had been romantically 
involved prior to the murder. 

Joe described Piper as the “sweetest, kindest" per¬ 
son he had ever met and said he couldn’t believe the 
young man is charged with murder. 

“I’m in shock," he said. 

Claiming he had visited Piper at the Calgary 
Remand Centre, Joe also said the accused has suf¬ 
fered from memory lapses and “visions” in the past 
few weeks that keep him from sleeping and Piper has 
mentioned he wants to see a psychologist. 

“He was like a frightened little child,” Joe said. 

Police have confirmed that Piper and Curtis were 
friends and had known each other for a number of 
years. 

Curtis’s 1994 Saturn sedan was discovered aban¬ 
doned at a business in Olds nine days after police found 
his body and investigators said the vehicle was driven 
there following the murder. 


Piper had indicated on social media websites he 
had worked a number of jobs in Olds and one of 
his former co-workers said she saw him working in 
February at Sandy’s Restaurant and Bar in Olds. 

The charge against I*iper has not been proven in 
court.

Cpl. Colette Zazulak, a spokeswoman for the 
ROMP’S K Division, said Piper and Curtis were 
friends and had known each other for a number of 
years. 

Police were asking any businesses and residents 
in Olds who had possibly seen Curtis’ car between 
January 9 and 15, or anyone with security surveil¬ 
lance systems recording footage of local roadways, 
for assistance. 

Zazulak said police from Olds, Airdrie, Red Deer, 
Fort McMurray, Calgary, Edmonton and New 
Brunswick, were involved in the investigation. 

According to his Facebook and Linkedin pages, 


Piper attended Hugh Sutherland School in Carstairs, 
from which he graduated in 2007. 

He worked at McDonald’s and Wal Mart in Olds, as 
well as Future Shop in Red Deer, Penhold Summer 
Training Centre in Springbrook, East Side Mario’s in 
Calgary and a Carstairs construction company. 

Piper’s Linkedin page also states he won the silver 
Duke of Edinburgh award, which recognizes young 
people who develop a sense of responsibility to 
themselves and to their communities, and he served 
with the Royal Canadian Air Cadets. 

In 2005, ho took part in a Canadian Forces Base 
(CFB) Cold Lake survival instructor’s course and 
his interests include gaming, movies, world culture, 
politics, history and human behaviour. 

Arielle Viklund said Piper lived with her and her 
husband at their home in Olds last year from March 
to August. 

She said RCMP interviewed her and her husband 
about Piper in January. 

“They were just asking how we knew him, what he 
was like, what kind of person he was,” she 1 said. 

Viklund also worked with Piper at the Olds 
McDonald’s restaurant and her husband was best 
friends with Piper in high school in Carstairs. 

“They used to skip class together. They were tight.” 

Viklund also said Piper was moving back and forth 
between Olds and Vancouver in recent years. 

“We tried helping him get back up on his feet after 
he had moved from Vancouver last year,” she said. 

The last time she saw him was in February when 
he was working at Sandy’s Restaurant and Bar in 
Olds. 

She described him as a person who kept to himself 
and said Piper had claimed he was bipolar. 

“I always sensed something uncomfortable about him.” 

He was into online games such as World of Warcraft 
and Star Wars, Viklund added. 

On his Linkedin page, Piper indicated he wanted to 
achieve a bachelor of science, then pursue medical 
school at the University of British Columbia. 

His ultimate goal was to become a neurosurgeon. 

Piper is remanded in custody and will next appear 
in court in Airdrie on March 21. 

In a media release, Inspector Tony Hamori, officer- 
in-charge of the RCMP’s Airdrie detachment, said 
the arrest came thanks to the “specialized skill set 
and dedication of RCMP members throughout the 
province.” 

“There were a lot of different pieces to put together 
in order to see the big picture, and our team of pro¬ 
fessionals have been working tirelessly on this case," 
he said. 


Councillor Anderson disqualified from council

Coun. Ray Anderson has been disqualified from 
council after being absent from meetings since Jan. 
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22, according to town officials. 

Anderson, who has been working in British 
Columbia and is in the process of moving there, had 
not officially informed council of his resignation, 
but due to section 174(1) A of the Government of 
Alberta Municipal Government 
Act (MGA), he has been disquali¬ 
fied from council for being absent 
from regular council meetings 
for eight weeks, said CAO Roy 
Brown. 

“Under the (MGA), a councillor 
can be absent for up to eight con¬ 
secutive weeks and those weeks 
are taken front the first meeting 
that is missed," said Brown. 

Brown sent a letter to Anderson 
stating that he had a couple of 
choices including resignation or 
a request for council to grant him a leave of absence, 
he said. 

“I never heard from councillor Anderson until last 
Thursday (March 16) when we exchanged some 
emails, and I indicated again in the email that I was in 
a position that I had to declare him disqualified if he 


did not resign, and I did not receive any correspon¬ 
dence from him," he noted. 

The decision whether or not to hold a byelection 
went to town council for the March 26 regular coun¬ 
cil meeting, he added. Results of the decision were 
not available at the time of press. 

Brown did say however, that 
administration recommended not 
holding a byelection because the 
next municipal elections are going 
to happen this October. 

“Because by the time the elec¬ 
tion is held (which could take 
two months) and a person is put 
in place, it would be less than 
six months of the term left, and 
I don’t think that’s a good use of 
taxpayer money," he said. 

Despite the disqualification 
from council, Brown said that Anderson had brought 
some good ideas to council during his time as a coun¬ 
cillor, and that he had made a positive contribution 
to the town. 

“Council is going to miss councillor Anderson," he 
said.

He said the board was 
hoping earlier this month 
to get about a dozen peo¬ 
ple at minimum to gather 
sponsors and organize 
the event.

So they wouldn’t 
be up to par, but defi¬ 
nitely if somebody wants 
to come we’re not going 
to turn them away, abso¬ 
lutely.” 

They’re going to plan 
the meetings as they 
go, depending on what 
works best for every¬ 
body, but he said if peo¬

Feds’ “stay the course” budget has risks

lected have been less than the 
amount budgeted in every bud¬ 
get since 2008 except one since. 
The average difference between 
budget and actual revenues has 
been almost $5 billion. Relying on 
strong revenue growth to balance 
the budget is risky since events 
outside of Canada, particularly the 
U.S., can knock the budget off 
course. 

The less risky approach to 
balancing the budget relies on 
spending reductions. Actual pro¬ 
gram spending spiked in 2009-10, 
increasing by $37 billion in one 
year. The key to understanding 
the deficit today, however, lies in 
the spending post-2009-10. 

One of many problems with stim¬ 
ulus spending is that the spending 
never stops. It simply becomes the 
base from which future spending 
grows, and that’s essentially what 
happened in Canada. 

This shouldn’t be surprising. 
Almost all governments that 
enacted stimulus subsequently 
spent from the new, higher lev¬ 
els because it is very difficult for 
governments to reduce spending 
politically. 

Had the federal government 
returned to its prior spending lev¬ 
els, the 2013-14 deficit would come 
in at about $3.1 billion rather than 
its expected $18.7 billion. And def¬ 
icits don’t come in isolation: high¬ 
er deficits become higher debt 
levels, and higher debts become a 
greater burden for the population 
to pay off in future years. 

Another consideration, and one 
that is included in the budget albeit 
in a limited way, is the opportuni¬ 


ty for improved economic growth 
through tax reform. The economy 
c an be improved by strengthening 
economic incentives. Reducing 
or eliminating special privileges, 
loopholes, and other goodies in 
the tax code allow the govern¬ 
ment to reduce marginal personal 
income tax rates, which remain 
internationally uncompetitive and 
a key impediment to additional 
investment, work effort, and 
entrepreneurship. 

Since 2006, for example, a num¬ 
ber of new tax credit progrants 
have been introduced, ranging 
front credits for children’s fitness 
to employment to public transit. 
These tax credits alone cost an 
estimated $7.9 billion in 2012. 
Reducing or eliminating these 
programs provides resources to 
reduce marginal tax rates with¬ 
out affecting the overall deficit. 
The government indicated a will¬ 
ingness to close some loopholes 
but the resulting revenue gains, 
an expected $4.4 billion over five 
years, will simply augment exist¬ 
ing revenues. In other words, the 
government is closing these loop¬ 
holes to gain revenues. 

A less risky approach and one 
that would certainly entail less 
debt would actually reduce pro¬ 
gram spending to bring it in line 
with revenues, achieving a bal¬ 
anced budget sooner and with 
less risk.

The key litmus test for the 
Harper government's 2013 budget 
was always going to be how real¬ 
istic it was with respect to achiev¬ 
ing a balanced budget by 2015-16. 
The governing Tories have staked 
both their economic and political 
credibility on being able to bal¬ 
ance the budget. The current plan, 
which mirrors previous budgets, 
relies on controlling the growth 
in spending and hoping revenues 
increase sufficiently to balance 
the budget. 

The governing Conservatives 
plan to increase program spend¬ 
ing by a restrained 0.8 per cent, 
and remain tight-fisted for the 
next two years, increasing pro¬ 
gram spending by only 1.2 per 
cent and 2.6 per cent respectively 
in the coming years. Last year, 
program spending increased by 

2.9 per cent but, to their credit, 
the Conservatives have been able 
to restrain the growth in program 
spending over the last three years, 
increasing, on average, by only 0.9 
per cent. 

As in previous years, the risk 
lies mainly on the revenue side. 
The Conservatives are expecting 
revenues to grow by 3.8 per cent 
this year compared to 2.2 per cent 
last year. They expect even stron¬ 
ger growth in subsequent years: 

5.9 per cent in 2014-15 and 5.5 per 
cent in 2015-16. 

The Conservatives’ record on 
forecasting revenues raises con¬ 
cerns. The actual revenues col¬

“We should be adding value to our own natu¬ 
ral resources and creating jobs in Canada,” said 
Mulcair, adding that he believes the Keystone proj¬ 
ect could cost Canada 40,000 jobs to the U.S. 

In response Redford called Mulcair’s statements 
“ridiculous”. 

Like all successful politicians, Premier Redford is 
well versed at getting her own position across on 
controversial issues and topics. 

Yet belittling someone who doesn’t see things 
your way, as she has done with her “ridiculous” 
comment, isn’t helpful and reflects badly on 
Alberta. 

Premier Redford believes Alberta’s economy has 
a great deal riding on the approval or rejection of 
the Keystone proposal. As such she has every right 
to take an active hand in trying to convince U.S. 
lawmakers that the project is in eveiyone's best 
interest 

At the same time, however, opponents have 
the right to point out possible problems with the 
project . That ’s called democrat, Premier Redford, 
and it’s not ridiculous.

Deli Flavoured a 
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Healthy Conflict helps victims, instigators of domestic violence

The Alberta Police 
Based Victim Services 
Association (APBVSA) Ls 
beginning the next itera¬ 
tion of its free Healthy 
Conflict Program start¬ 
ing April 2 at Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church in Didsbury. 

The program encourag¬ 
es individuals to confront 
situations as they arise so 
the tensions don’t build 
to explosive end-of-day 
conflicts between loved 
ones said APBVSA mem¬ 
ber Rhonda Kearns. 

“People have conflict 
that arises all the time,” 
she said. “Not only do we 
see it in relationships, but 
work, sports." 

Kearns said the I Iealthy 
Conflict Program aims 
to equip its participants 
with the skills necessary 
to handle themselves 
appropriately as each 


individual conflict arises. 

“Doesn't mean that the 
world’s going to change - 
but you can change your¬ 
self." 

The program aims to 
explain what anger is and 
how it arises. 

“Anger is a feeling, not 
just something that hap¬ 
pens. There is a thought 
process and feelings that 
go along with it. 

“If you can identify it, 
you can change it,” said 
Kearns. 

“For some people, 
going through the drive- 
thru is a big ordeal. 
Tempers can flare. A lot 
of people will carry that 
through the day, and then 
when they get home, they 
take it out on their loved 
ones." 

Giving everyone in the 
house the same language 
is important, which 
is why the program 
offers sessions for men, 
women, and children, 


said Kearns. 

“Being able to say this 
Ls where I’m at, and that 
other person understand¬ 
ing what that means.” 

Everything is pretty 
much the same between 
each of the three class¬ 
es, said Kearns, and it 
all comes down to the 
tools one uses to manage 
anger. 

“We have a tool called 
the anger ladder that 
helps them to identify 
where they’re at on the 
scale. People will say ‘I 
just lost it,’ but you didn’t 
just lose it,” she said. 
“There was a process 
involved.” 

During the last offering 
of the Healthy Conflict 
Program, participants 
involved included both 
those who were court 
mandated to attend and 
those who saw the poster 
and decided to proactive¬ 
ly seek help, she said. 

“We think it’s a very 


valuable program for 
people who recognize 
that they are starting 
to go down a path that 
could lead to charges or 
violence within their rela- 
tionships,” said Sgt. Jeff 
Jacobson of the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment. 

“We want to encour¬ 
age victims of domestic 
abase to find help, wheth¬ 
er it's contacting police, 
family, or victim services 
- there’s all sorts of sup¬ 
port out there,” said Sgt. 
Jeff Jacobson. 

“They’re not alone. 
There are other victims 
out there, and there are 
people who want to 
help," said Jacobson. 

A large part of domes¬ 
tic violence has to do 
with feelings of isola¬ 
tion, that they are alone 
in their experiences and 
others won’t understand, 
said Kearns. 

“There’s a lot of people 
who witness (domes¬ 


tic violence) - family 
friends, and neighbours 
- who say ‘it’s not my 
business,’" said Gpl. Clint 
Gulash. “If you see it, 
report it” 

“We have a lot of peo¬ 
ple saying ‘I wish I would 
have taken this years 
ago,’” said Kearns. 

“But hindsight Ls 20/20. 
You don’t go to AA until 
you have a problem." 

Didsbury RCMP com¬ 
piled statistics from April 
of 2012 to now, and over 
this one-year period, the 
detachment had 151 files 
involving spousal con¬ 
flict. 

These fdes include 
everything from child 
custody disputes to 
property disputes, street 
(public) arguments to 
harassment and serious 
assaults, he said. 

“Of those 151 files, 74 
victim service unit refer¬ 
rals were accepted by 
people going through

domestic conflicts,” said 
Jacobson. 

From these files, 
Jacobson said 25 of 
those cases have includ¬ 
ed harassment or assault 
as defined by the crimi¬ 
nal code, which resulted 
in charges being laid 
against one party or the 
other within the disputes. 

F’ourteen of those 
charges occurred in 
Didsbury, seven in 
C'arstairs, and the remain¬ 
ing four took place within 
the rural Mountain View 
County area serviced by 
the Didsbury RCMP. 

“What’s interesting 
is that the majority of 
files that lead to charg¬ 
es occurred over the 
summer months,” said 
Jacobson, nothing that 21 
of the charges were laid 
between April and July. 

I le said he suspects 
instances could very well 
be alcohol related. 

“People are er\joying 
the weather more, con¬ 
suming more alcohol, 
which reduces their inhi¬ 
bitions and can lead to 
these disputes that then 
quickly escalate to situ¬ 
ations that become vio¬ 
lent.” 

The program is spon¬ 
sored by Carstairs- 
Didsbury partnership 
Vision for Non-Violence, 
a community group 
that promotes safe and 
healthy environments 
for youth, families, and 
communities to grow and 
thrive.

Our total calls for the 
month to date is 19, 
with eight motor vehicle 
collisions, six medical 
assists, four fire-related 
calls, and one STARS 
landing.

A member of the Didsbury RCMP pulled over a 
vehicle near 20 Avenue and 14 Street on the eve¬ 
ning of March 14, uncovering evidence of traffick¬ 
ing, said Jacobson. 

“Basically it was stopped due to tinted win¬ 
dows," Jacobson noted. 

“An investigation at that stop uncovered a quan¬ 
tity of marijuana, and a 20-year-old male from 
Didsbury is pending charges for possession for the 
purpose of trafficking, as well as possession of the 
proceeds of crime - due to a quantity of cash that 
was seized during that same stop." 

Because the charges have not officially been 
made, Jacobson could not provide a name and 
noted the man is due in court on May 6. 

Approximately 27 grams of marijuana were 
seized, along with evidence of trafficking, he said. 

“And obviously a quantity of cash as well, which 
is another indicator there.” 

More drugs seized 

Didsbury RCMP recently executed another search 
warrant for the same residence in Southridge 
Crescent that was searched last December, said 
Jacobson.

On the evening of March 15, police executed 
the warrant and found more marijuana at the 
residence in which the previous warrant turned up 
quantities of prescription pills, crack cocaine and 
marijuana, he said. 

“Linda May Neergaard of Didsbury...a 68-year- 
old female is facing numerous counts, including 
trafficking cannabis marijuana, possession of a 
controlled substance for the purpose of t rafficking, 
possession of cannabis in an amount greater than 
30 grants, and breach of an undertaking (release 
conditions)," he said. 

She had four appearances in court since the ini¬ 
tial bust, he said, adding that she was being held 
in remand custody for an appearance at court in 
Calgary last Friday. 

“Ultimately, it was a successful search and we’re 


pleased to be able to have an impact on the traf¬ 
ficking occurring in Didsbury, and we will continue 
to be aggressively investigate anybody who is traf¬ 
ficking drugs in this and other surrounding com¬ 
munities," he said. 

He added he hopes the message is clear that “we 
don’t want drugs in our community." 

He mentioned that one of the priorities for the 
coming year is to focus on drugs and traffick¬ 
ers in the jurisdiction, including Carstairs and 
Cremona. 

Fuel device theft 

A fuel pump, hose and caps were stolen from 
a vehicle parked on the 1300 block of 24 Street 
between 9:30 p.m. on March 19 and the following 
morning at 6:30 a.m., according to police. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson said the items were stolen off 
an external fuel tank in the vehicle. 

Construction site theft 

A mitre saw and heater were stolen from a 
construction site on 20 Street overnight between 
February 23 and 24, said Jacobson, noting that the 
crime was just reported.

CAO Roy Brown said he hopes to see “a continuation of the (development) 
record-breaking year of last year." 

Wittal added, “The anticipation is that we can beat those numbers. 1 mean, 
that would certainly be a nice target - to meet or beat those numbers - as far as 
development, and see this growth take off.” 

The thing that has been missing in the local economy is a catalyst, he said, 
which Tim Hortons may very well be. 

“You need that catalyst. You can have everything else sitting there, but until you 
have that catalyst and drop it into the beaker, you get no explosion, no activity - 
none of that going on,” he said. 

“And that’s what this is going to be - the catalyst to getting this development in 
Didsbury to really take off.” 

Deputy Mayor Rick Mousseau said this is a great step in the right direction and 
wants to see council continue on this track, which is why he confirmed he will 
be running for council again in October. 

He wants to stick it out and ensure that the town continues on the track it’s 
on now. 

“1 don’t want anybody coming in there and stopping it,” said Mousseau, “I don’t 
want to step back 10 years.”
